A total of 99 coming two-year-olds by such 
distinguished sires as Solidarity, With Regards 
Admiral Lea, Mr. Busher, * Windy City II, Cover 
Up, Free America, *Fair Truckle, Valdina Or¬ 
phan, Teddy's Comet, Dogpatch, * Reading II, 
Palestinian and scores of others will be offered. 

'Hie broodmares, numbering 55, and the ma¬ 
jority of them in foal to prominent sires, are by 
the stallions *Beau Pere, Challedon, Question¬ 
naire, Reaping Reward, *Alibhai, *Djebel, 
Reigh Count, Whirlaway, *Migoli, Thumbs Up 
Bull Reigh, Blue Larkspur, Bull Lea, *Goya II 
♦Blenheim II and *Khaled. 
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STEADY AS YOU GO: Even before final 
figures were tabulated for Pimlico’s successful 
fall operation, it was safe to state that the re¬ 
sponse to the 1955 Maryland autumn racing 
season compared most favorably with past sea¬ 
sons. Marlboro’s good crowds and spirited 
wagering enabled tne half-mile plant in Prince 
Georges County to post a 12 per cent increase 
at the gate and a significant jump of 15 per cent 
in wagers processed. 

As pleasant as was Marlboro’s success, Lau¬ 
rel’s was even more notable. The International 
track drew a per diem attendance of 14,553 fans 
for a robust gain of 19 per cent over the com¬ 
parable meeting last year. Wagering on each 
of the 15 programs averaged $1,108,927 for a 
gain of 25 per cent. With one less dav this sea¬ 
son Laurel’s crowd and bet totals easily outdis¬ 
tanced 1954 figures. Each day an average of 
1,348 more patrons witnessed the Laurel sport 
this season. The per diem increase in mutuels 
play was $218,461. 

As expected, the fourth running of the Wash¬ 
ington, D. G, International was the piece de 
resistance of the fall season. Without stretch¬ 
ing the point it may be said that the whole com¬ 
plex operation was effected in a manner beyond 
the fondest hopes of its promoters. 

GREEKS HAD A WORD FOR IT: Shortly 
after it was announced that Happy Hill Farm’s 
*Orestes III would stand the 1956 season at 
Glenangus Farm, his best son, Aeschylus, won the 
fourth running of the Laurel Turf Cup Handi¬ 
cap on October 29. Bred, owned and trained by 
Doug Small of Monkton, Aeschylus accom¬ 
plished his victory with dispatch, establishing 
a new track record of 1:47 1/5 for the "about 
nine furlongs.” 

The Turf Cup was Aeschylus’ fourth win in 
15 starts this season and the $17,825 winner’s 
purse boosted his seasonal earnings to $33,690. 
Breaking fourth from the No. 11 post position, 
the Maryland-bred three-year-old followed the 
early pace of Kaster, took command between 
turns and won ridden out by three lengths. Kas¬ 
ter held on for second, finishing a neck to the 
fore of War of Roses. Another length back was 
Brookmeade’s County Clare. 

Barbara R., dam of the winner, was purchased 
by Small at Timonium for $300. Aeschylus is 
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her fifth winner from five foals. She was 
destroyed several years ago. Last season Aeschy¬ 
lus was credited with the fastest six furlongs 
(1:09 3/5) around turns of any two-year-old in 
the country when he won a division of Randall 
Park’s Youthful Stakes. 

HOLD ALL TICKETS: It required the serv¬ 
ices of the photo-finish camera and Stewards 
Flanagan, Wing and Harron to decide the re¬ 
sult of the silver anniversary running of the 
Maryland Futurity on November 5. The camera 
revealed Mrs. Walter A. Edgar’s Fun Lover to 
be the winner by a nose, but upon Jockey Har- 
tacks claim of foul the stewards awarded the 
purse to Mrs. Henry H. Hecht’s Rhy Dress. 

Fun Lover, a maiden Loser Weeper colt, was 
in front all the way but he attempted to bolt 
on the final turn and bore out in the drive, mo¬ 
lesting Rhy Dress, which was lugging in. Upon 
viewing the films, the stewards ruled that Fun 
Lover was the major offender and took down 
his number. Saggy Farm s Some Crown finished 
three and one-half lengths behind the front pair 
and Mrs. Augustus Riggs IV’s Grand Refrain 
was fourth. 

The Futurity was Rhy Dress’ fourth win in 
12 starts in this, his first season. He also has 
been second once and third twice, earning $16,- 
461. As the conditions of the Futurity dictate, 
Rhy Dress, a two-year-old son of The Rhymer- 
*Druidesse, by Firdaussi, was bred and foaled 
in Maryland. He is trained by Claude Feltner 
who handles the Maryland-Delaware division of 
the Hecht stable. W. O. "Bill” Hicks has the 
other Hecht stakes-winning two-year-olds, Beau 
Fond and First Cadet in Florida. 

DOS GRANDE CABALLOS: If the script 
for the fourth International had been written in 
Hollywood it would have been rejected as too 
improbable. It would have been a tall order for 
even a fairy godmother. But as it developed, 
the winner, El Chama, was invited after his 
owner had offered to pay his own way. Expenses 
for the other 12 starters, representing seven na¬ 
tions, were picked up by Laurel. 

El Chama was to have been Venezuela’s repre¬ 
sentative if he had won the Gran Premio Simon 
Bolivar on Sunday, October 30, but Jose Fed¬ 
erico Siccardi’s Prendase won the prize and the 
invitation. El Chama finished third after getting

away poorly and his owner, Dr. Carlos Vogeler 
Rincones, was sure that the Bolivar result was 
not true. To vindicate his judgment and his 
horse he made his sporting offer to Laurel and 
to the embarrassment of all, he made his point. 

Numerically, America had her strongest rep¬ 
resentation of any International when Social 
Outcast, Traffic Judge, Mister Gus and Aeschylus 
faced the Venezuelan pair, France’s Mahan and 
Picounda, Germany’s Ataturk, Ireland’s Pana- 
slipper, England’s Darius and Nucleus, and 
Canada’s Prefect II in the Veteran’s Day classic. 

From a walk-up start, Perfect II led for the 
first half-mile and then gave way to Prendase. 
A few yards from the winning post El Chama 
surged up to catch his countryman and provide 
a supercharged finish. The Venezuelans crossed 
under the wire a head apart. Social Outcast made 
his usual late run at the leaders, but try as he 
did he could not close the gap on the flying 
Latins, finishing less than a length shy of the 
winner. Irelands Panaslipper, finding the turf 
a mite soft for his purposes, was fourth, eight 
lengths behind the Maryland-bred stayer. 

J. I. LaBelle, who migrated to Venezuela three 
years ago from his home in Saginaw, Michigan, 
trains the winner. 

The largest attendance in Laurel’s history, 
32,450, turned out to witness the International 
on a bright sunny day. The $1,915,809 handle 
was the second best in the track’s books and the 
pool on the International itself was the best 
single-race handle Laurel has had under any 
management. 

THE PRICE OF A BUCK: It is not beyond 
the realm of probability that, had she won the 
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Selima Stakes, Howell A. Jackson’s Nasrina 
would have been voted the leading two-year-old 
of the year instead of the second best. A pair 
of bucked shins not only cost her the title but 
very probably was responsible for the $46,180 
difference between first and third money in the 
mile-and-a-sixteenth filly stakes. 

Mrs. Vernon G. Cardy’s Levee was the win¬ 
ner by four lengths from Mrs. George D. Wide- 
ner’s Manihiki. Nasrina and East Acres’ Cosmah 
finished third and fourth. The Selima was Levee’s 
first win since July 1 at Aqueduct. She is trained 
by Norman R. McLeod and was ridden in her 
finest triumph by Ray Broussard.

LAUREL FINALE: Ten two-year-old aspir¬ 
ants came out for the $15,000-added Spalding 
Lowe Jenkins, which last year started Mont¬ 
pelier’s Saratoga on the road to fame. Calumet 
Farm’s Eastgate, a dark bay son of Bull Lea- 
Ralda, by * Sickle, encountered little difficulty 
in earning his first stakes victory. He was a 
length and a half to the good of Cedar Farm’s 
Cedrus, which in turn held off High King by 
an outstretched neck. 

A bright future is foreseen for the Jenkins 
winner. He was brought along carefully by 
Jimmy Jones, having started only six times all 
season. Bucked shins and sore heels retarded his 
development. 


LAUREL LAURELS: El Chama’s victory in 
the International and Levee’s Selima win were 
enough to rank El Rio Stud and Mrs. Vernon G. 
Cardy one-two on the winning owners’ list. 

Bill Hartack’s scintillating form sparked great 
interest in the Laurel meeting and there were 
many who stuck with the 22-year-old champion 
jockey throughout the session. On November 5 
he racked up six winners to tie the Maryland 
record which he had previously equaled last 
April. Hartack booted home 29 winners out of 
his 87 mounts to earn the Laurel championship 
with a remarkable winning percentage of 33. 
Joe Culmone, who tied Willie Shoemaker for 
the national crown in 1950, was next in line 
with 11 wins. R. J. Martin was successful with 
10 of his 90 mounts to garner third position. 

Trainer W. Zakoor, who has Blue Square, 
winner of 14 races this season in his barn, sad¬ 
dled seven winners to secure conditioners’ 
honors. Bowes Bond, Frank Bonsai and Dave 
Emery deadlocked for runner-up with five win¬ 
ners apiece. 

FINAL LEG: The Pimlico Breeders’ Stakes 
on November 16 rounded out the three-ply 
added-money series for home-breds. Mrs. Au¬ 
gustus Riggs IV, who supplied Best Contract, 
winner of the Maryland Futurity last year, fur¬ 
nished the Pimlico victor this season. Her Grand 
Refrain, a gelded son of Grand Slam-Irish 
Lullaby, by Milkman, stepped the mile and a 
sixteenth in 1:46% to collect the winner’s share. 
Fun Lover and J. R. Weiner’s Swamp Fox fin¬ 
ished in a dead-heat for second. 

Including his stakes win, Grand Refrain has 
started 16 times this season and has won 3 races, 
been second three times and once third, earning 
$13,556. As are all of Mrs. Riggs’ runners, he 
is trained by Frank A. Bonsai, who also saddled 
Fun Lover.

ON THE HEAD: Mrs. Anson Bigelow’s 
Nail, which was broken at Glenangus Farm, 
found conditions well suited to his liking in the 
Pimlico Futurity, November 19. A two-inch fall 
of snow covered the infield when he splashed 
through the slop to lay claim to the $67,980 that 
awaited the winners taking. It was the *Nirgal- 
No Strings colt’s third major victory of the sea¬ 
son. He won the Belmont Futurity and Remsen 
Stakes earlier on similarly wet strips. 

Nail was in front all the way, jockey Hedley 
Woodhouse carefully preserving the gray’s speed 
to repulse any late challenges should they de¬ 
velop. Liberty Sun, coupled in the Calumet entry 
with Eastgate, the Jenkins winner, was second 
after being prominent during most of the run¬ 
ning. Brandywine’s Countermand, was third. 
Nine colts started, each carrying scale weight of 
122 pounds. 

The George P. ”Maje’’ Odom-trained young¬ 
ster is the leading money-winning two-year-old 
of the year, with $239,930 deposited in his Palm 
Beach, Florida account. 

TURKEY DAY-OLD BONES: Stanley C. 
Mikell’s Brush Burn, the bare-foot boy with 
cheek, was the 3-to-5 choice to win the Ex¬ 
terminator Handicap, Thanksgiving Day, but 
the six-year-old was a "bit more sore than usual” 
and could do no better than finish third. Cedar 
Farm’s Our Dance, the only three-year-old in the 
six-horse race, showed a propensity for grassy 
going in lining up a three-length victory. Rock 
Cottage, winner of the Riggs over Pimlico’s grass 
course last spring, was second, six lengths in 
front of the favorite. 

As fourth choice in the wagering, Our Dance 
paid $19.40 for each $2 invested to win. He is a 
chestnut colt by Warlock-Our Tune, by * Mah¬ 
moud, and is another of Frank Bonsai’s charges. 
Joe Culmone was astride him in the Extermina¬ 
tor. 


SHORE LEAVE: Hedley Woodhouse, who 
made a profitable business of spending Saturday 
afternoons at Pimlico this fall, turned in one of 
his cleverest rides to win the Pimlico Special 
from a talented eight-horse field. His mount 
was Brookmeade Stable’s crackerjack three-year- 
old Sailor, a son of Eight Thirty-Flota, by Jack 
High. 

Sailor has been something of a giant killer 
all season long. He started off last spring by con¬ 
founding the experts when he whipped older 
horses in the Toboggan Handicap. As if to prove 
the result of that test was no fluke, he again 
was disrespectful to his elders in the Fall High- 
weight Handicap. By way of diversification he 
clobbered, those his age in the Roamer Handicap 
some weeks ago. 

Social Outcast, which had set a track record 
for a mile and a quarter in his penultimate start, 
the Trenton Handicap, was installed the favorite 
by the partisan crowd of 20,275 fans. Sailor 
went off at 11 to 1 which was eagerly snapped

ability. Looking over Sailors past performances 
(after the race) there was the usual disgruntled 
mumble: "He would have been so easy to bet.” 

Sticking with a winner, Woodhouse employed 
the same tactics with Sailor as he had with Nail 
a week earlier. His slipped saddle, which slid up 
on Sailors withers as his pilot tried to restrain 
him on the clubhouse turn, didn’t seem to make 
much difference. 

Llangollen’s Mister Gus, more at home on the 
loam than the grass he galloped over in the In¬ 
ternational, turned in a bang-up try to take sec¬ 
ond money. Social Outcast again was third, the 
pace, or lack of it, removing some of the sting 
from his stretch punch. 

Sailor was used sparingly last season at two, 
osselets keeping him in the barn for a good 
part of the year. This season Trainer Preston 
Burch picked his spots and generally made the 
most of them. Sailor is a top colt but it took the 
Special—and the absence of Nashua-Swaps & 
Co.—to project him into the limelight. Shortly 
after the Special he left for Florida where he 
rejoined the remainder of the Brookmeade 
string. Later a sojourn to the West Coast, where 
he will shoot for the Santa Anita Maturity, is 
planned for him. 

Our Babu Syndicate Formed 

The Cromwell Bloodstock Agency of Lexing¬ 
ton, Kentucky, has announced the purchase of 
the colt Our Babu, from David Robinson in 
England. The three-year-old son of *My Babu- 
Glen Line, by Blue Peter, was syndicated by the 
Agency. His arrival at Lexington is expected in 
the near future. He will stand at Jonabell Farm, 
Lexington, where he will join the stallions Stone 
Age, Royal Vale, County Delight and Level Lea. 
Our Babu has passed fertility tests in England 
and will begin his stud career in 1956. 

Our Babu was considered one of the best 
milers in England this year, and has to his credit 
a victory in the classic Two Thousand Guineas, 
in which he defeated, among others. Klarion, 
subsequent winner of the French Two Thou¬ 
sand. As a two-year-old. Our Babu won the im¬ 
portant Middle Park Stakes and the Champagne 
Stakes and was ranked at the top of the Free 
Handicap with 9stone 7 pounds ( 133 pounds). 

My Babu, the sire of Our Babu, recently was 
bought by an American syndicate for a reported 
$600,000. He was an excellent racehorse, and 
like his son Our Babu, won the Champagne 
Stakes and the Two Thousand Guineas, in addi- 

w? n SUCh faCes ™ the Norfolk > Nell Gwyn, 
Woodcote, and Craven Stakes. # My Babu also 
led the Free Handicap for two-year-olds at 133 
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pounds, being ranked above such horses as The 
Cobbler and Black Tarquin. Our Babu is the best 
son of *My Babu to date. Other successful rac¬ 
ers by *My Babu include Dynamene, My Poppet, 
Babbanio, Red Winter, Baba Ali, Eubulides* 
Our Betters, and Esquire Girl. Through the rac¬ 
ing of September 9, 1955, *My Babu was eighth 
on the list of leading English sires, according 
to the Thoroughbred Breeders’ Association’s Sta¬ 
tistical Review. 

Knight Dispersal Totals $1,035,800 

The Almahurst Farm dispersal of breeding 
stock—68 mares, and 55 weanlings on Novem¬ 
ber 3, goes down in the books as one of the 
greatest sales in Turf history, marking the retire¬ 
ment of Henry H. Knight as one of the world’s 
leading commercial Thoroughbred breeders. 

The first mare in the ring, Almahmoud, 
brought the second highest price, going to Danny 
Van Chef’s Nydrie Stud for $57,000. The young 
daughter of * Mahmoud is in foal to Citation. 
Dr. H. H. Mundy of Pawhuska, Okla., made the 
top offer during the weanling sale when he 
went to $34,000 to obtain a colt by * Heliopolis 
out of the young stakes-winning Roman mare, 
Roman Miss. With the sale of the last weanling, 
a bay filly by *Nirgal-Wise Choice, to Tinkham 
Veal II for $1,100, one of the most spectacular 
careers in the selling of horses came to a close. 

Top price of the day was for the mare No 
Strings, dam of the recent Futurity winner Nail, 
which went to the Shawnee Farm for $60,500. 
Though barren to the cover of * Mahmoud, the 
nine-year-old daughter of Occupation was the 
object of spirited bidding between the final 
owner and Larry MacPhail. 

Tlie broodmares were sold during the after¬ 
noon for $1,035,800, averaging $15,232 and 
marking a new high for such a large group of 
mares owned by a single individual. The wean¬ 
lings sold during the evening session brought 
$363,500, averaging $6,609.

HERE is a certain amount of sadness about 
the closing day of the meeting, particularly 
in the late fall, when many people and horses 
are moving out to distance places or are prepar¬ 
ing to hibernate on farms for the winter. 

The last race on the last day at Pimlico was 
a mile-and-thiee-quarter affair, conditioned for 
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horses whose owners could use shipping money, 
so Starter Eddie Blind convened with his asso¬ 
ciates over near Belvedere Avenue.

It seemed a small eternity from the time the 
runners’ back ends melted into the twilight until 
they were winding around the clubhouse bend 
toward completion of the first lap. But there 
they were, finally, with one brown rascal fight- 
ing to get to the outer rail and only slightly 
discouraged by the rattle of his rider’s bat against 
his skull. 

After another period of years, the roar of the 
crowd indicated that the critical moment was 
at hand. 

Who’s in front?” somebody queried. (The 
rich baritone of announcer Raymond Haight 
does not reach out to patrons who are situate at 
the three-quarter pole.) 

Its Lone Eagle,” an outrider thought. 

"No,” said a lad on a stable pony, "its the old 
man’s horse.” 

M Gee,” commented another, "I hope he sticks 
it out. They don’t have van money.”

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The Season Past

It was unfortunate that one or two of the top 
European horses did not compete at Laurel. Some 
of them, like Phil Drake and Vimy, had more 
or less broken down. Meld, our best tnree-year- 
old, had been retired, and the Italian champion 
three-year-old, Ribot, is regarded as the best in 
Italy since Nearco. Panaslipper, while proving 
our best, was not quite good enough. Too much 
had been expected of a good, but not a great, colt. 

Some of the European two-year-olds show 
exceptional promise. It is easy to pick out Marcel 
Boussac’s Apollonia, winner of her three races. 
In Britain, the position is less clear, but the un¬ 
beaten Star of India, also a filly, has been bril¬ 
liant. In Ireland, a third filly, Carezza, has im¬ 
pressed all good judges, particularly by her win 
in the one-mile Beresford Stakes. Pappa Four¬ 
way, champion sprinter, went his merry way, 
winning all his eight races. 

Top Irish stallions continue to be bought by 
America, and these include My Babu, Arctic 
Prince and Solar Slipper—the latter two sold 
by Joseph McCarthy to American syndicate for 
$900,000. The biggest blow to Irish and English 
breeders for many years has been the sale of 
Tulyar also to America. He willl stand in Ireland 
for the 1956 breeding season. It appears to be 
a sorry blunder by the Irish National Stud, and 
by the Irish Minister of Agriculture, who con¬ 
trols the stud. There were bitter exchanges over 
his sale in the Irish Parliament House. One 
opposition Deputy calling it, ”... an act border¬ 
ing on tne criminal.” Replacing Tulyar is Vimy, 
which has little of the formers appeal, either in 
his racing record or in his bloodlines. This deci¬ 
sion was inexplicable, and to most, yet another 
indication that the Stud should be removed from 
Party government control. 

It must be realized that English two- and 
three-year-old form in 1955 was confused, and 
could be misleading, due to tne coughing epi¬ 
demic, and to the exceptionally hard ground 
most of the season past. We are hoping for some 
cf the backward ones to progress during the 
winter and turn back what will be a formidable 
Franco-Italian challenge in 1956. 

From all accounts, all of our people at Laurel 
had a really smashing time, and all are loud in 
their praise of arrangements for personal and 
equine comforts. Lester Piggott had a few beefs,

but his horse, Nucleus, hardly helped to put him 
in good humor! 

There was many a ha-ha-ha among returning 
pilgrims over the US Tax authorities claiming 
the French competitor, Mahan. Apparently the 
owner, Mr. Ralph Strassburger, had some dis¬ 
pute with them, and they took it out on the 
horse. The tax figure in dispute is given here as 
£357,000, which is not exactly hay. I know a 
few European horses the tax men could have 
for nothing, too, but they would hardly thank 
me for the gift! 

Everybody here was very sorry, indeed, to learn 
of the accidental death of Mr. William Wood¬ 
ward, Jr., one of Americas most esteemed own¬ 
ers, as was his father before him. And it will not, 
I sincerely trust, seem long before his eldest son 
takes his rightful place in a wonderful family 
tradition.

Havana Post to Pondfield 

Lou Pondfield, vice president and executive 
director of Pimlico racecourse, has been named 
assistant to the president of the new Cuban 
Racing Company, Inc., which opened its winter 
meeting at Oriental Park at nearby Marianao, 
Cuba, on Saturday, December 3. 

The announcement of Pondfield’s appoint¬ 
ment was made by Hector Rivero, president of 
the Cuban Association, which this year took 
over the operation of Oriental Park under 
American ownership. 

There will be at least 70 days of racing at 
Oriental. Lincoln G. Plaut, director of racing, 
has announced that $950,000 will be distributed 
in purses, including $50,000 for the Cuban In¬ 
ternational Hospital Sweepstakes, a handicap for 
3-year-olds and up at one mile and an eighth on 
Wednesday, April 11. In addition, there will be 
a $5,000 feature every Sunday and weekday 
headliners for $2,500. 

Applications for stall reservations are now 
being handled by Plaut at the Brown Hotel, 
Louisville, Ky. As an inducement for owners 
and trainers on the mainland to ship to the 
island course, the association announced that it 
will pay jockey fees for horses who do not finish 
among the first four in all claiming races.

Jockeys' Hall of Fame 

Racing followers all over the country are now 
looking forward to 1956 for the second set of 
selections for the Jockeys’ Hall of Fame at Pim¬ 
lico, following announcement recently that Eddie 
Arcaro, Earl Sande and the late George Woolf 
had been voted in when the 1955 balloting had 
been completed. 

Arcaro was given a rousing vote by the more 
than 1,000 newspaper, radio and TV sports per¬ 
sonalities who voted in the affair and easily cap¬ 
tured the lone spot open to active riders. His 
opposition included Johnny Longden and Ted 
Atkinson. 

Sande also made a runaway race of it in the 
division for inactive or deceased jockeys while 
Woolf was a comfortable second. Others nomi¬ 
nated in this category, from which two are se¬ 
lected, were Isaac Murphy, Walter Miller, Ray¬ 
mond Workman, Tod Sloan and LaVerne 
Fator. 

Portraits of the jockeys selected will be hung 
in the dining room of the members’ club at 
Pimlico which will be the "hall of fame” and 
other appropriate trimmings will be added from 
time to time. 

A new nominating committee will be named 


shortly; that group will select the 1956 group of 
riders in both active and inactive classes and 
then voting will be conducted in the spring and 
early summer with the new members announced 
prior to the fall meeting at Pimlico. 

There is one restriction on the active class. A 
jockey must have ridden at least ten years to 
gain consideration from the committee. This 
ruling doubtless will explain to the average fan 
why such jockeys as Willie Shoemaker, Willie 
Hartack and Sam Boulmetis were not mentioned 
in the first year’s balloting. 


Godfrey's Alyfar Champ at 
New York 

Alyfar, a sharp, grey stallion which never had 
a rider a year ago, carried Arthur Godfrey’s 
colors to the top of the Arabian Stake at the 
New York National horse show. With Mrs. 
Godfrey riding, the six-year-old California-bred 
stallion showed it had the stuff when it won the 
stallion class and took second in the class for 
amateurs to ride. The win of the Beacon Hill 
entry was especially proper since radio and TV 
personality Godfrey had been instrumental in se¬ 
curing a division for Arabians at the Madison 
Square Garden show this year for the first time 
in the show’s history. 

Reserve Champion was Al-Marah Farm’s 
Aratez, a smooth chestnut four-year-old stallion, 
which also topped the field in the western pleas¬ 
ure horse class for Arabians. Dr. Stephen Lange, 
well-known California veterinarian and Arabian 
authority, judged all the classes for "drinkers of 
the wind/* 

Alima, a young chestnut mare owned by Mr. 
and Mrs. R. O. Emrick, of Pittsfield, Ill., won 
the three-gaited mares and geldings, while an¬ 
other young chestnut mare, Salsa-Sura, owned 
by Mr. and Mrs. Roy R. Dean, Jr., of North 
Haledon, N. J., won the class for limit Arabians. 

Mary Pitchford’s Hara Zeyd won the class for 
Arabians, amateurs to ride. In the native costume 
class, Tamarlane, an entry of Jim Bernard of 
Los Angeles, was tied first. Alima won the junior 
Arabian class.

To qualify for such registration the said horse must have been foaled in the State of Maryland, 
and, in addition, unless the breeder is a resident of the State, or one who maintains his breeding stock 
continually in the State, the said horse shall be either the produce of a mare covered in Maryland 
the previous season, or of a mare sent into the State to foal and covered by a Maryland stallion the 
season of the birth of said foal. 

A horse is bred where it is foaled. The breeder is the owner of the dam at the time of foaling.

At Pimlico on November 29, in all races ex¬ 
cept the sixth, the winner either was owned by 
a Maryland patron or trained by one, and in 
some instances both owner and trainer hailed 
from the Free State. 

In the lone exception, the sixth, Brae Burn 
Farm’s Robin Hood, a 51 to 1 shot, was the win¬ 
ner, Jacnot Stable’s Blanchard was second and 
third went to Halfway, owned by Bruce Camp¬ 
bell, head of the Maryland division of the Horse 
men’s Benevolent Protective Society. Halfway 
was beaten only a length and three-quarters for 
all of it. 

Other races on the card went to Verna Lee 
in the first, owned and trained by Watson Elliott; 
Sligo Rock, owned by Bayard Tuckerman, Jr., 
and trained by F. A. Bonsai, a Maryland condi¬ 
tioner who came right back to saddle E. A. Nico- 
demus’ Sugar Imp to win the third. 

Owner-trainer Alan T. Clarke sent out Mow- 
leesha and Our Year to win the fourth and the 
seventh events, while J. Y. Christmas, the Marl¬ 
boro conditioner, saddled Mid Stream to score 
in the fifth for another Maryland owner, W. J. 
Appel. And in the eighth, Hot Flame, owned 
by Augustus Riggs IV, of this state, was sad¬ 
dled by H. S. Clark, another Maryland trainer. 


Three of the first four winners, Verna Lee, 
Sugar Imp and Mowleesha, were out of mares 
by Mowlee, a stallion that stood in Maryland 
many years at the Clarksville farm of Alan T.

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G. H. Ohrstrom Succumbs 

George H. Ohrstrom, 61, Wall Street financier 
and prominent horseman, died of a heart attack 
at his home, Whitewood, Va. 

He was board chairman of a number of in¬ 
dustrial companies and had wide oil, real estate 
and utility interests. He also belonged to nu¬ 
merous clubs throughout the country. 

Born in Ford River, Mich., he was graduated 
by the University of Michigan and served over¬ 
seas in the Army Air Force in World War I. 
He is credited with bringing down the last Ger¬ 
man plane before the armistice was signed 37 
years ago. 

Ohrstrom entered the investment banking 
field in Chicago with the firm of P. W. Chap¬ 
man and was transferred to New York as head 
of the branch office. In 1925 he formed his own 
firm, concentrating on the financing of water, 
gas and electric utilities. 

He helped organize and finance a number of 
companies, including Federal Water Service, 
Southern Natural Gas, Oklahoma Natural Gas 
and People’s Light and Power. 

In New York city he handled the financing 
of several large office buildings including the 
Bank of Manhattan structure on Wall Street. 

Since World War II, he and his associates had 


acquired various industrial companies in the 
United States as well as domestic and foreign 
oilproperties. 

At the time of his death Ohstrom was board 
chairman of the Carlisle Corporation, Carlisle, 
Pa.; the Dover Corporation, Dover, Del.; Ham¬ 
mond Manufacturing Company, Pasadena, Cal.; 
the Leach Corporation, Los Angeles; the O. P. 
W. Corporation, Cincinnati; and Revere Electric 
Manufacturing Company, Chicago. 

As a sportsman, he bred hunters and steeple¬ 
chasers at his estate here, racing them in Eng¬ 
land and France. He owned and published the 
Chronicle, a horseman’s magazine, and was a 
well-known fox hunter and president of the 
County Hunt Club. 

He is survived by his widow, Elizabeth, and 
three children, Ricard Riggs of New York; 
George Lewis of Paris, and Mrs. William C. 
Crane, Jr., of Chesterland, Ohio.

new and old becomes a palace of light panels. 
Viewed from the backstretch it is a section of 
Miami skyline or a chapter from a strange and 
fascinating dream. 

The never-ending files of cars stream from 
the clubhouse parking lot, to the left, and grave¬ 
yard silence settles over the acres of dead mu- 
tuels tickets straight ahead. The scraping noise 
of the clean-up men’s instruments punctuates 
the stillness, and far away, in another world, 
maybe, accelerating motors and sounding horns 
play accompaniment to the symphony of a dy¬ 
ing meeting. 

The observer had a camera with him and 
climbed to the top of a backstretch patrol-judges 
stand and took pictures—at least made ex¬ 
posures.
